Change in Thought. 

Rey. C. J. K. Jones preached yester- 
day morning in the Church of the 
Unity on “Change in Thought.” He 
said in part: 

“The modern change in thought is 
witneseed practically in ordinary af- 
fairs of life. We live differently in our 
customs and manners. Our food in its 
multiplied variety is different. Our 
housing, costumes and the conveniences 
of life are different. We live in differ- 
ent social relations. The tendency now 
is to live in large aggregations of popu- 
lation. The plain, wholesome life in 
the country, with its purer air and 
healthful out-of-door occupations, is 
being exchanged for the crowding com- 
petition and struggle of the town, 
with its vitiated conditions. This may 
be a necessary result of modern eco- 
nomic relations and as such cannot be 
avoided; and then @gain, it may be due 
to a fad, to a wrong view of what con- 
stitutes a sound and happy method of 
living. With this change we have lost 
much, as well as gained some things. 

“There has arisen a loss of neighbor- 
liness, the sense of communial! interest 
which recognizes the practical brother- 
hood of reaching from man to man and 
from home to home. In the city men 
segregate by narrow interests and 
close personal relations. The city is 
the place of selfishness in intimate 
social conditions: in broad affairs it is 
the home of greatest benevolence. Life 
in the city brings men into the world- 
wide relations, and in this there are 
many benefits. As in the social con- 
ditions, so the change of thought has 
brought men into new political rela- 
tions. Today nations overlap nations 
in reaching eut through varied inter- 
ests. The day passed when these 
United States cold say “We are suffi- 
cient unto reeives and we are not 
concerned with what other nations do.’ 
The time and conditions of national 
isolation have ceased. With this 
change has come about the conviction 
that the rulers of the nations have 
moral as well as political duties to 
perform toward théir own people, and 
in reciprocal relations with other na- 
tions. It is now perceiv that the 
enduring foundation of national gov- 
ernment lies in the righteous motive 
and act. This sense of moral obligation 
is spreading throughout the world. We 
are coming more familiar with the 
word ‘ought,’ as expressing the duties 
which men owe to one another without 
regard to local limitations. We are 
hearing a new gospel of wealth from 
the men who are possessed of great 
riches, and who practice what they 
preach, This change of thought has led 
to increased zeal for truth, truth of 
every sort. Men are lese bound by the 
dogmas of past days, whether they be 
dogmas of science, theosophy or re- 
ligion. The change of thought has 
wrought many difficulties and many 
hardships, but in the larger aspect has 
wrought inestimable good for man in 
all his relations.”

BY CHINAMAN. 
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Three Bullet Holes in 


Old Newbury. 
Strange End of King 
of the Dumps. 


He Lived in an Odd Shack 
Made of Discarded 
Oil Cans. 


Surrounded by a waste of broken 
crockery and rusty tin cans, George 
Newbury, the Hermit of the Dumps,” 
was found yesterday afternoon lying 
in his chosen domain, the city dump- 
ing ground, out at the end of Vernon 
avenue, with his face buried in the 
ashes that he has searched through and 
through, and his right hand grasping a 
revolver. | 
‘Somewhere, either in the city or flee- 
ing over the highways of the country, 


is “Jim,” the Chinaman, old George's |. 


fellow sovereign of the city dump, who 

could not endure a rival, and shot the 

old man dead. 
A king and an heir 


Newbury didn't die within a stone's 
throw of his hut without resistance. 
The. old revolver as loaded except 
for one empty cartridge. 

BUT WHY? | 

Ju& how or why Newbury was 
killed is not known accurately. “Jim” 
told his story to several persons: gave 
up the rifle, a 22-caliber Winchester, to 
a boy, and said that he was going to 
the Police Btation. “Jim” is a foxy 
chink; he has cut his wisdom teeth: 
he skipped out, and the police are Jook- 
ing for him. 

“Jim” said that he and Newbury 
quarre! in the morning. The city 
dumping grounds are large and the 
cans are thick. It may have been 
that they disputed for the possession 
of a choice bit of crockery which some 
careless housewife had thrown in the 
garbage barrel. The dumping ground 
is rich in things that a discriminating 
searcher might value. There was suf- 
oe ground for a quarrel—five acres 
of it. 

They quarreled in the morning, ac- 
cording to Jim; it was probably a 
chapter in their long quarrel, the last 
for old Newbury.

sons. 
who lives at No. 402% East Fit 
street, B. D. Forbes. No. 418 Farin 
street, A. C. Day, Uving on George 
street. near the scene of the tragedy, 
and Ralph Edwariker. who lives near 
the dump. He said that Newbury had 
threatened to kill him, and ordered 
him from the dump. He went to his 
shack, not far from the old hermit's, 
and got his rife. When he came back 
Newbury was there, in the middle of 
the field. brandishing a revolver. 

He stopped when a few feet from 
’ he said, and then the old 


past his ear. Then the old man fired 
two more shots. 

“Jim” opened fire at this juncture, he 
claimed. He is a good marksman for 
a man of fifty. Any one of the bullets 
he shot into the od man's body would 
have caused death. 

THE DISCOVERY. 

This happened between 2 and 3 
o'clock vesterday afternoon. At 3 
o'clock G. Masenter, who lives at No. 
608 East Fifth st@eet, and Chiles 
Cone. No. 343 Ogera street, were un- 
loading a wagon full of cans. They 
saw Newbury tying near and notified 
police headquarters. Old George had 
the revolver grasped tight with his 
shooting finger on the trigger. Only 
one chamber had been discharged, 
“Jim” said there had been three shots. 

“Jim” is a very plausible Chinaman. 
He. himself. is a hermit, ostracized, 
perhaps. because he sacrificed his 
aueue. He looks like a Japanese and 
talks fair English. His story was be- 
lieved, and when he started to walk 
away after telling some neighbors how 
it happened, no hand was put forth 
to stay him. for he had a grieved look. 
He delivered his gun into the hands of 
a boy from whom — was afterward re- 

vered by the police. 
hen he walked straight toward the 
Police Station, out of 
sight. The good people living near the 
dump, did not dream that he would 
change his course. Jim“ is the only

Remarkable Railroad 


Accident in Arizona. -

One of the- most remarkable & rai- 
road accidents was that here

‘George Newbury. the “Hermit of the 
Dumps,” was almost an historic char- 
acter. His only sociability was an oc- 
casional drunk, a welcome respite from 
long dreary days of picking up and 
melting cans. He came to California 
in 40. and has been in Los Angeles for 
thirty or forty years. 

THE HOUSE OF OIL CANS. 
Five years ago, when he was 73, he 
built a little shack from the sides of 
oil cans near the edge of the dumping 
round. Those five years converted 
him into a part of the dump. His 
bone and blood and sihew were of the 
city’s waste: he lived on garbage; his 
clothes were snatched from the garbage 
wagons, before “Jim” could get them. 
His house and bed and kitchen utensils 
were yieigded up by the dump. 
His dog, alone, came to him first 
hand. Yesterday evening it whined 
from a bed of on an old sofa and 
looked anxiously over the waste of 
ashes. 

Newbury made the dump pay. and a 
year ago he moved from the little 


| shack, hardly large enough to admit 


him, into a finer and more commodious 
mansion, made of the same material. 
It had this advantage though; there 
were some shakes on the roof and a 
stove pipe. 

Whether Newbury or “Jim” was the 
aggressor, can only be conjectured. J. 
W. Clemons, who lives on Santa Fe. 
avenue, near the scene of the shoot- 
ing. and who has exercised a sort of 
supervision over Newbury for the last 
four years, sald yesterday that “Jim” 
had often threatened the old man's life. 
“Jim” drew a knife on F. H. George, 
who lives near the dump, Clemons said, 
and was exceedingly ugly and quarrel- 


some. 

Newbury’s body was removed to the

If there were no other objec- 
tion to the amendment. this alone is 
sufficient to utterly condemn it.

Railroad and other trans- 
portation lines, telegraphs, and tele- 
phones, are subject to the arbitrary de- 
crees of the commission, without any 
remedy in the courté or the General 
Assémbly for correcting erroneous or 
unjust decrees. The judgments of the 
commission are to be conclusively pre- 
sumed to be fust and reasonable 
There is no appeal from and no revi- 
sion of their decrees. however arbi- 
trary. unfust or unreasonable.
